Oklahoma’s "mystery man,'’ who for 
four years baffled efforts of American 
Legion and lied Cross officials to es- 
! tallish his identity, has been recog­ 
nized as Arthur Littleswift Frazier of 
Winner, S. D. Incidentally by his Iden­ 
tification, he may receive $2,000 in 
buck pay due him from the govern­ 
ment, and a Legion post named in his 
honor will have to seek another hero 
til commemorate. 
Frazier, or Green, as he was known I 
then, was discovered in the woods 
near Ponca City, Okla., existing on I 
berries and roots, living in a tepee con­ 
structed principally of remnants of un 
American Hag. He was taken in ch a rg e 
by the authorities and on recommenda­ 
tion of the American Legion was sent 
u» a government hospital, as he had 
established the fact that he was a 
World war veteran. 
Then began a long quest for clues to 
his identity. 
Every relief agency and 
government bureau exhausted Itself 
In efforts to learn who the man was, 
but to no avail. 
Ile was positively 
"identified’’ on several occasions by 
various persons only to show no signs 
of recognition when put to test. 
In the meantime, back in the South 
Dakota town where he had lived, his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Charles Frazier 
received official notice from the gov­ 
ernment that their son had been killed j 
in action in tile Argonne late in Octo- 
her, 1018. 
lie was mourned as dead, 
and in order to pay him full respect, j 
i post of the I/egion was named in i 
his honor. 
By chance a Legionnaire residing in 
Winner saw a photograph of the Okla­ 
homa ‘‘mystery man,” as he was known, 
because he had no'recollection of his j 
i>ust, and the parents went to Musko* j 
gee to identify the man. 
There, he j 
was claimed as their son, and they 
returned to the Dakota home. 
If this man was Frazier, then he was 
entitled to back puy because he had 
never been discharged from the son­ 
ic*1. 
Compensation checks sent hic 
were fraudulently cashed In Chicog- 
at one time. 
j 
Because Frazier is suffering not only 
from his mental disability but tuber­ 
culosis 
hastened 
by , the 
poisonous 
gases and exposure, his Legion friends j 
appealed to the Veterans’ bureau for 
aid. 
Ile was 
sent 
to 
Minneapolis, 
where lie was met by two comrades, 
and he recognized both of them im­ 
mediately as "buddies” in his overseas 
outfit. 
Both said the man had served 
in the sam e Minnesota guard unit wit-h 
which they served in France, anil test; 
fied to their belief that he was Frazier 
The man has no recollection *»f any of 
his previous life, save a dog, who tis I 
been his companion In earlier days 
and who apparently recognized him 
the moment he set foot In the I railer 
home.

It was once common among the 
Scandinavian und Teutonic peoples, 
who called this money payment wer­ 
gild, and the custom still Is practiced 
in Arabia. 
The price varied with the nature of 
the crime and the rank of the victim. 
Certain crimes, such as the slaying of 
a sleeping person, could not be com­ 
pensated by a money payment; such 
criminals were declared outlaws and 
could be slain with Impunity. 
The term Is now applied to the re­ 
ward or bribe for giving up a criminal 
to Justice.—Detroit News.

The glass 
petals are then shaped and colored 
exactly like the natural ones. 
Some of the rarer plants cannot be 
easily reproduced, and often several 
experiments have to be carried out 
with different colors before a really 
good Imitation is obtained. 
These glass flowers are used exten­ 
sively In museums, both to show de­ 
tails of plant or flower formation and 
as backgrounds for displaying speci­ 
mens of birds and Insects.—London 
Answers.
